Running from one air-conditioned 
place to another, the heat-sensitive 
person avoids outdoor sports or 
other activities that 
involve ex­ 
posure lo heat and humidity . 
When the skin surfaces of these 
heat-sensitive persons b egin lo itch 
and chap and then develop redness 
(ery them a), scratch m arks (excoria­ 
tions) 
and 
heaped 
up 
scales 
(plaques), relief is sought in frequent 
hot b aths or show ers that cause fur­ 
ther dry ing and scaling of the skin. 
These skin changes m ay also b e 
m ade worse as result of application 
of a dam p towel or m edicated d ress­ 
ing, or of .soaping or of exposure to 
a rapidly moving air current. 
And the condition b ecomes even 
m ore 
com plicated 
and 
confusing 
when the dam aged skin is invaded 
b y b acterial contam inants with the 
production of secondary infection. 
Since “ the increased comfort and 
b eneficial effects of an air-conditioned 
environm ent fa r outweigh any ad­ 
verse effects.” the following recom ­ 
m endations should prevent the few 
heat-sensitive persons from suffering 
sum m er attacks of w inter itch:

Q. G eneral, before y ou went over 
last Septem ber y ou said y ou thought 
there m ight be some room for give 
and tak e tow ard a Berlin solution. 
You m ade clear y ou felt this m ight 
be an a rea not involving our basic 
rights. Do y ou still feel that way ? 


A. I think there is room, lf the 
pride of the regim e running F ast 
G erm any is so involved in policing 
the highway s that they would insist 
on tak ing over this 
responsibility 
from the Soviet troops now doing it, 
then there is a possibility this could 
be m ade an international highway 
If it could be set up under interna 
tional police with com plete freedom 
of movem ent on the highway , ex cept 
as controlled by international police 
for both Allies and G erm ans, I would 
think this would be a trade wo could 
well accept. 


Q. H as this arca been ex plored? 


A, This is one of the areas which 
we have been ex ploring, I am sure 
with our allies. It has not y et been 
ex plored with the Soviet governm ent 
because the talk s have not progressed 
to that degree. . . . 


Q. Is the W est prepared to react 
instantaneously to any new Soviet 
aggressive m ove? 


A. The m achinery to get prom pt 
Allied reaction has been greatly im ­ 
proved. And fjr a great m any con­ 
tingencies iheie could be and would 
be1 instant reaction. There a re still 
fields in which the contingency plan­ 
ning does not cover im m ediate action 
in Berlin. These are in the cases 
which are so clos* to the instance 
which would cause w ar as to require

perhaps a period of pause and consid­ 
eration before instant action 
But I 
would say that by and large the abil­ 
ity of the Allies to react in Berlin 
is better now than it has been for 
m any y ears. I would Hunk that if 
there w ere any real tam pering with 
the m ovem ent of goods to and from 
Berlin and of G erm ans to and from 
Berlin, that before we use a phy sical 
m eans we would resort to economic 
block ades rather than aggressive ac* 
; tion. The intensity of w hat we would 
do would of course depend som ewhat 
on the intensity of w hat they did 
But I think y ou can appreciate the 
fact if the Allies wanted to respond 
to a block ade of Berlin with a m as­ 
sive block ade of the Communist coun­ 
tries it could be a very effective and 
trem endous tool. 


Q. W hat sort of m ove on their part 
would bring a m ore serious reaction 
on our pa rt—in olher word*, w ar? 
A. Y ou've got lo differentiate be­ 
tween the m oves to block ade Berlin 
and, by attrition, to cause it to fold 
up. The la tter would require months 
of action anil could Ire m et, at least 
in its initial stages, with counter 
m easures in the economic and block ­ 
ade field. On the other hand if y ou 
have got a phy sical move into Berlin 
by cither F ast G erm an or Soviet 
troops, or by infiltration, if y ou've 
got the use of phy sical forces to stop 
Allied m ovem ents on the highway s, 
then y ou would have a situation in 
which 
it would seem 
to be our 
response would alm ost have to be 
phy sical. 
Q As the P resident’s personal rep­ 
resentative in Berlin, did y ou have 
any dilhcully reaching hun, getting 
his ear? 
A. None w hatsoever. . . . Things 
which I considered im portant enough 


to go to the P resident I not only 
reached him quick ly ; I also had b u 
support. . . . 


Q. T here w ere m om ents of such 
urgency that y ou did pick up the 
phone 
and call the P resident direct­ 


ly ? 
A. A few . T here w ere not very 
m any . 
Q. G enerally , y ou feel that y ou and 
the adm inistration are rn agreem ent 
on Berlin policy ? 
A. (long pause) Well, I would lik e 
to ex press it a little differently . The 
general policy of the adm inistration 
and the com m itm ents as ex pressed 
by the President to m y mind repre­ 
sent a stand on the part of the United 
States of which we can be very 
proud and which if we m aintain, will, 
I’m sure, save Berlin and Europe. 
Now I m ust ex plain right now that 
som e of these com m itm ents which 
we have m ade have not been m ade— 
at least not publicly —by all the m em ­ 
bers of the Alliance. I would hope 
that the views of the United Stales 
can be m ade to prevail in the Alli­ 
ance. This is one of the things that 
is very difficult for our own people 
to understand. We have a position 
of our own. But we c annot break up 
the A lliance to m aintain our position. 
Q. In the areas w here y ou did dis­ 
agree with som e of y our colleagues 
on the Berlin situation, did it follow 
a pattern w here generally y ou found 
y ourself favoring stronger action or 


reaction than they did? 


A. Well, I think it would be very 


difficult for m e to say that it didn t 
follow that k ind of pattern because 
it’s too well k nown that m y own 
views have been that we m ust al­ 
w ay s tak e a strong stand in dealing 
with the Soviet governm ent, a stand 
which they can understand and be­ 
lieve. Now this is to m e essential 
to prevent w ar because unless we 
m ak e them understand w here they 
are going to be m et with resistance, 
one of these day s they ’re going to 
go too far and we’re going to have 
no choice but w ar. T herefore I think 
we have to m ak e them understand 
that 
any step they tak e over 
special line—of course, this is get­ 
ting down to a much clearer defini­ 
tion than actually ex ists — that it 
m eans they ’re going to be m et with 
force, that they can only cross that 
line by using force. If we can estab­ 
lish that understanding then T think 
w ar is m ost unlik ely . I think that 
we have in our m inds pretty well 
draw n that line. But I'm not too 
sure that the entire Allied organiza­ 
tion accepts the sam e line.
